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CASTLE VALLEY CHAPTER ORGANIZED 


AT CAMPFIRE DINNER MEETING

Well, I’ll tell you this much for 
sure. Lee Jeffs is as tough as they make 
'em. 

We had loaded up in our covered 
wagons, mounted our saddle horses, and 
said our "Wagons Ho—you know how 
they do in the movies. Well, this gray 
geldin 1 that Lee had brought for Dave 
Jeppson to ride had never seen a covered 
wagon, and he started to act up. 

Lee said to Dave, "Ya better trade 
me horses,” 

Dave answered, "Naw, I'll be al¬ 
right.” Dave was gonna ride that horse, 
but I need to explain. Dave Jeppson is 80 
years old, and an unpredictable bronc is 
not the horse for him to be sittin 1 straddle 
of. Oh, in his prime he could handle the 
meanest raw bronc. He broke horses for 
a livin' at one time, but at 80 years of age 
ids not wisdom to be ridin* a bronc, so 
Lee insisted they trade. 

It just occurred to me that I haven't 
explained to you what was behind this 
wagon trek, and you won 5 t see the 
whole picture unless I do—so here goes. 
You see, I 5 ve been wantin' ta get a 
chapter of the Sons of Utah Pioneers 
organized in Emery County, so I asked 
the National Officers how ta go about it. 
They gave me the instructions, and after 
I had recruited the necessary number of 
men and they were signed up, I notified 
the National Officers. 

They said, "Organize a dinner 
meeting, and we'll come down and pres¬ 
ent your charter. 55 

Well, Pm not much of a hand with 
the customary dinner meeting. Oh, 
they're okay if you can't put together 
anything better, but to impress the Na¬ 
tional Officers I wanted something with 
more style and pizazz. I figured that we 
could have a pioneer style dinner meet¬ 
ing and take the National Officers on a 
covered wagon trek, 

Ridin 5 in the wagons were National 
President and Mrs. Robert Wagstaff; 
President-elect and Mrs. Ken Ras¬ 
mussen; Past president and Mrs. Morris 
Bennion; Marjorie Christiansen; and 
Frank Brown; local members Gerry 
Spencer, Bryant Anderson, my wife 
Kathryn, and daughter Janell. 

Henry Seely, along with his wife 
Marva, was driving one wagon; Don 
Clement was driving the other. My son, 


Mark, was makin’ a video of the whole 
operation with one of those magic ma¬ 
chines. 

Following up on saddlehorses were 
Lee and Pam Jeffs, Art and Shannon 
Olsen, Dave Jeppson, and National 
Membership Chairman Leon Chris¬ 
tiansen. Leon is no “greenhorn 55 when it 
comes to ridin' a saddlehorse. 

We went for a short distance down 
Race Track Hill—now the reason it's 
called by that name is that Sam Aikens 
trained his race horses there. This was 


back around the turn of the century when 
Sam Aikens bought out the remains of 
the Wilsonville settlement. 

You see, Sylvester Wilson came 
here in 1878 and filed on a homestead— 
(Don't worry, Til get back to what hap¬ 
pened to Lee Jeffs and the gray geldin 5 
in a minute. I'm just givin 5 ya a little 
background fer my story.) 

For the benefit of the out-of-town 
readers, Race Track Hill is at the far 
south end of the Jorgensen Ranch, which 
is about 5 miles east of Castle Dale on 
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Cottonwood Creek. 

Wilson homesteaded the south end, 
and Charley Swasey homesteaded the 
north end. The Spanish Trail crossed the 
Wilson homestead, and in 187 8 this trail 
became the Star Mail Route between 
Ouray, Colorado, and Salma, Utah, 
Wilson and a few other settlers peti¬ 
tioned the post office folks to establish a 
mail station at the Wilson place. Well, 
the station needed a name, so they called 
it Wilsonville. Sylvester was the post¬ 
master, and his log cabin was the post 
office. For ashorttime the Castle Valley 
settlers traveled horseback, team and 
wagon, or walked to Wilsonville to get 
their mail. 

That’s as far as I’m goin' on that 
side jaunt. Now we’re headin' back to 
Lee Jeffs and the Gray Geldin' rodeo. 
(Right here I was going to explain the 
word geld, which originally came from 
the Old Welsh word “gylym,” meaning 
knife. But the censoring committee tlirew 
it out; said it was too risque or something 
like that) 

As I said, we were goin' on a cov¬ 
ered wagon trek down to the Long Walk 
Dinosaur Quarry and the Forks by way 
of Race Track Hill. By the way the 
“Forks” is where Cottonwood Creek, 
Huntington Creek and Ferron Creek join, 
and they form the San Rafael River. The 
San Rafael dumps into the Green River, 
which is the east boundary of Emery 
County. Thus, the San Rafael is the only 
river in the State which begins and ends 
in the same county. (I just thought 
you’d like to know that bit of trivia.) 

Well, so Lee Jeffs and Dave Jeppson 
traded horses. That miserable gray 
geldin’ kept actin' up, Yaknow, I can't 
figure that out, Lee's son Tyler rode the 
gray one day during the roundup, and I 
rode him another day while we were 
gatherin' cattle on East Mountain, and 
he seemed ta be okay—I can't figure out 
why he went nuts just because of the 
covered wagons, but he did. 

It was a good thing Lee was ridin’ 
that miserable cayuse when it came 
unglued—an ’ that's partly what my story 
is all about—but first I need ta lay out a 
little more o' the stage. 

Since we didn't have an authentic 
chuckwagon, we had to improvise, so I 
asked Ralph Jensen if he'd drive his 4- 
wheel drive pickup and we'd pretend it 
was the chuckwagon. We are not real 
pioneers, and we have to improvise and 
pretend and make do. But we do the best 
we can. Of course, Ralph was more than 
happy to drive the “chuckwagon,” so we 


loaded the grub boxes and dutch ovens 
into it. 

I got in with Ralph and his wife, 
Velda, and we went out on lead. Behind 
us came the two covered wagons. The 
folks on saddle horses were behind them. 

Due to circumstances beyond our 
control (which are not pertinent to the 
story), the wagons had to double back, 
and as they passed those on saddle horses, 
the sight of the covered wagons caused 
the gray geldin' to come unglued. He lit 
into bucking. Lee stayed with him until 
he stopped. 

Then Lee nudged him, trying to get 
h im to walk over next to the wagons. Lee 
had in mind to teach the horse that the 
wagons would not hurt him. But 
“ol'gray” didn't want to have anything 
to do with those wagons. 

Lee was going to insist 1 mean, 
every cowboy knows that the rider is the 
boss of ihe horse. Besides, if a horse is 
going to be in Lee Jeffs* family, he must 
be companions with a covered wagon— 
there are no two ways about it. 

Well,ol* gray didn't know that Lee 
was boss, and so he started thro win' his 
head and prancing sideways. He was 
doin' this sideways jig in soft dirt where 
there was a scattering of shadscale and 
small hooneys and—oh, oh, sorry, but I 
had to pause right here and settle a mi nor 
dispute with the censoring committee. 

You see, my wife Kathryn was 
keyboarding along—in the old days she 
would have been typing along—but now 
she keyboards. She was keyboardin' 
along; well, when she saw that word 


“hooney, “ she came to a screeching 
halt. Why, that computer squealed rub¬ 
ber, she stopped so fast! 

She says, “Hooney? That's not a 
word. I've never heard of it!” 

I says, “Get out yer dictionary an* 
look it up.” 

So she inquired of Noah Webster’s 
dictionary, and it wasn’t there. Well, 
don't that beat all? Here’s Kathryn, with 
a degree in English, and she doesn't 
know that word. And there's Noah 
Webster, who made a whole book on 
words, and he didn't know it and didn't 
even put it in his book! 

So I says to Kathryn/That doesn't 
prove anything, just because you and 
Webster don’t know it. All the Sons of 
Utah Pioneers will know what a hooney 
is—leave "er in.” So she did. 

And now, on with the story: OF 
gray was throwin* his head and doin’ a 
sidewinder jig, and he got his feet tangled 
up and fell over sideways with Lee still 
straddle of ‘im. 

I was about 20 feet away, and when 
I saw the horse goin' down, my thought 
was, “Lee, get yer feet outta the stir¬ 
rups ! ” But it all happened so fast I didn't 
even get my mouth open. 

In a flash the horse was down, and 
Lee was still straddle of im, with one leg 
pinned under the horse, 

I knew from previous experience 
that when a horse goes down like that, its 
first instinct is to get back on its feet 
immediately. When it does, there are 
two possibilities. One is that the rider 
will have his foot caught in a stirrup. If 
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that happens, that's bad; the rider gets 
dragged. The other possibility is that the 
horse will trample die rider as it tries to 
get back on all fours. 

As oT gray came up, I ran over and 
got hold of his bridle reins, so as to keep 
him from trampling Lee. At the same 
time Lee scooted backwards and got to 
his feet. He was bruised and hurtin’ in 
several places, and his knee got twisted 
in the fracas and some ligaments were 
torn, but he ignored all that. He got back 
on of gray—that’s what a tough cow¬ 
boy does! That’s why T said that Lee 
Jeffs is one of the tough ones; one of the 
tough breed of genuine cowboys pro¬ 
duced in Castle Valley, 

But anyway, Lee is tough. You see, 
most of ‘em nowadays—if they got 
banged up like Lee did, would have 
loaded the horse and headed for home. 
But Lee stayed and toughed it out— and 
all the while his twisted knee was throb- 
bin * with pain. 

Well, after Lee got back on his 
horse, we went on down the dugway and 
past Jorgensens' cattle corral and found 
a choice place to make camp.

They returned to their fire, and 
each one had to warm up his own can of 
stew. Along with the stew they were 
served homemade bread and butter. 

Well, I wasn’t sure how our city

So when we served up tin can 
stew at the “cattle corral” and they had to 
cooktheirown—well, I wasn’t sure,But 
with the wagon ride, and building their 
own fire, and cooking their own stew, 
they got into the spirit of the goings-on, 
and they had a wonderful time. 

After dinner we had a few speeches, 
and we joined in the singing of songs, 
“We Welcome You Our New Member” 
and “A Monkey on His Back,” led by 
Marjorie Christiansen. Then there was 
the presentation of the charter.

Bascom Boys 1939 - John W, Bascom, Father; Raymond, Earl , Mel, Weldon 


Four sons of Utah pioneer, John 
Bascom, have now been inducted into 
the Sports Hall of Fame in Alberta, 
Canada. The four sons, Raymond, 
Melvin, Earl and Weldon, who were all 
bom in Vernal, Utah, were honored in 
the Hall of Fame for their life-long rodeo 
achievements. 

Their father, JohnBascom was bom 
in Mona, Utah in April, 1869 and was 
later Deputy Sheriff of Uintah County. 
His father, Joel Almon Bascom, crossed 
the plains from Nauvoo to Utah in 1856 
and was Chief of Police in Provo in the 
186G’s. In 1914 the Bascom family 
moved to Raymond, Alberta, Canada 
where John Bascom was foreman on a 
ranch owned by Utah pioneer and indus¬ 
trialist, Jesse Knight. 

At the Raymond Stampede the four 
Bascom boys entered their first profes¬ 
sional rodeo in 1918* The oldest of the 
Bascom boys, Raymond, was a rodeo 
pickup man at the Calgary Stampede in 
the 1930’s and 40’s. Earl broke a world 
record time in steer decoration during 
his career. He is known in rodeo history 
as the designer and maker of rodeo’s 
First hornless bronc saddle in 1922 and 
also rodeo’s first one-hand bareback 
rigging in 1924, Weldon was one of the 
top bull riders in the world back in the 
1930's, He performed at the London 


Rodeo in 1934. Both Weldon and Earl 
are known as the “Fathers of Mississippi 
Rodeo” having produced the first rodeo 
in that state in 1935. Mel was an all- 
around rodeo champion. In 1929, he 
started the rodeo event known as 
“Cowboy Jousting” where two cowboys 
on horseback charged each other from 
opposite ends of the arena. The first 
cowboy to rope, take a dally and jerk off 
the other rider was declared the winner. 
Mel and another daring cowboy. Rube 
Snow, were the first to try this exciting 
event. And they were also the last, as the 
rope bums around their necks discour¬ 
aged any other takers. 

Raymond passed away in 1944. Mel 
passed away in 1987. Weldon lives in 
Parowan, Utah. Earl lives in Victor¬ 
ville, California and is a life member of 
the Sons of Utah Pioneers and the U.S. 
Mormon Battalion, Inc. □

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PAUL AND ELLA SEEGER

Religious conversion changes 
people’s lives and sometimes their resi¬ 
dence as well. Such was the case in the 
life of Paul Seeger. He was introduced 
to the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter— 
day Saints in the early 1900’s. To Orson 
Hyde, a member of the Quorum of 
Twelve Apostles, must go the credit of 
being the first to do missionary work in 
Germany. The first mission in Germany 
was formed on April 3, 1852. Daniel P. 
Gam, as President. 

The German mission in 1897 con¬ 
sisted of five conferences or areas with 
each constituting a number of branches. 
Berlin, Dresden, Frankfurt Hamburg, 
and Stuttgart with a membership of 1028. 
In 1904 these missions had a member¬ 
ship of 1634 and from 1904 to 1925 the 
growth of the Church was steady. 

In addition to those who emigrated 
to America, there were 5300 members 
in the Swiss-German Mission. Leo 
Walmar Goates, a missionary in Ger¬ 
many, played apart in the conversion of 
Paul Seager to the Church. He was 
baptized in the River Spree in 1897 at 
the age of 13. About the same time as 
Paul Seeger was converted to the gos¬ 
pel, ElIa’s(Pauls wife to be> older brother 
was baptized. Perhaps it was thru her 
brother’s contact with the gospel that 
Ella Schultz had her I st contact with the 
Church. 

In the year 1905, 287 out of 373 
members of the Swiss German Mission 
emigrated to the U.S. Paul Seeger had 
many reasons for emigrating to the U.S. 
Church, economic conditions, better life 
and opportunities. 

Paul Seeger’s close friend, Karl 
Rollback, was instrumental in Paul’s 
emigration. Bro. Rohback was baptized 
on the 11th of January 1908 in the same 
branch as Paul. In time, Mr. Rohbuck 
became Paul’s sponsor to emigrate a 
little over six months later. He sug¬ 
gested he go to work in San Francisco. 
After the earth quake in April 18,1906, 
as Paul was an apprentice brick mason. 
It so happened that Ella’s brother and 
Paul sailed to America on the same ship. 
They became friends. He settled in 
Odgen, Utah and started a cleaning busi¬ 
ness. He wrote to his mother and sister 
and told them all about America. It is 
said that Anna, Ella’s mother, would not 
let her go alone. Anne was almost 60 
years old and Ella was 16 at the time of 
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their emigration about 19G9, after being 
told of the good life in America* they 
came to work in the cleaning business in 
Odgem 

There were six young girls working 
at the laundiy and Ella was one. Uncle 
Henry, as he was called, gave Paul’s 
picture to the girls in the laundry. They 
all wrote to Paul and sent their pictures, 
Paul answered some including Ella’s, 

Ella and Paul’s story was really a 
true love story, Johanna, Uncle Henry’s 
oldest daughter, had a picture of Paul on 
her dresser, Ella saw this picture and the 
way she told it was that she fell in Love 
with the picture, Johanna said that he 
was a person who her father knew and 
that she loved him. Ella said to herself, 
“This is the man!" when Paul came to 
Odgen and she met him. It must have 
been love at first sight for this is the way 
Ella and Paul’s life began, A really true 
love story and marriage in 1912 in the 
Salt Lake Temple, A year later Ella 
Margret Seager* now the wife of Elon S, 
Hanson, was born, Paul Seager built 
many of the ward and Stake houses in 
this valley. He was a good brick mason 
and contractor. They had four children 
and a great and happy life here in the Salt 
Lake area, Ella and Paul’s names have 
been memorilized at the National S .U,P, 
headquarters. 

“He only deserves to be remem¬ 
bered by posterity, who treasures up and 
preserves the history of his ancestry”, □

Many times when they had come 
begging she had sent them away without 
fear* 

George was not in sight. She stepped 
inside. The burning willows in the rude 
fireplace at the east end of the shack 
made the room fairly comfortable. She 
picked up her nine month old baby, 
George from the crib and cuddled him 
close. Clara Jane was three years old 
and clung to her. She hoped that George 
would find something with his gun for 
the sake of these precious ones. 

As she sat by the west window 
looking past the hole where the oxen 
drank and over the few shocks of corn 
fodder, she glanced down at her nursing 
baby. The birth of this one had been as 
humble as that of the Christ child. Baby 
George was bom the previous March on 
a blusterous stormy morning. The snow 
drifted on the bed through the open 
cabin. There had not been time to fix it 
comfortably before the baby came. 
George had brought Mrs. Chapel on 
horseback through the 
storm to her rescue. As she thought of 
these things she wished that George 
would come. 

She had met George on Christmas 
of 1850 at her home, Peddemoor Hall, in 
Warwick, England. Christmas at Ped¬ 
demoor had been a merry time. Her 
father, William Booth, was very so¬ 
ciable. He like to sing and play the 
violin. The young folk of the neighbor¬ 
hood were often invited to the home.

At Christmas time especially, 
the table groaned with plenty. As Frances 
looked back Peddemoor seemed a lovely 
place. 

This ancient home had been owned 
by her family for more than two-hundred 
years. A moat surrounded the Hall. A 
single bridge led to the house. It was a 
mile from one side of the farm to the 
other. She loved the lanes, the trees, the 
hazel coppice and the rich cornfields. 
Never-the-less she was glad that she was 
here in Utah with her children and 
George. She felt sure that his gun would 
provide something for them for Christ¬ 
mas. 

George's gun had served them well. 
Before and during the Crimean War he 
had been in the gun trade, and guns were 
in demand by the English Government. 
His gun had been necessary in the weary 
march of one thousand miles from Iowa 
to Utah. When they reached camp in the 
evening, George went out in search of 
game. After walking twenty or thirty 
miles and pulling a handcart all day, he 
did not feel much like hunting; but he 
did the best he could. Many would have 
starved had it not been for his gun. 

Frances knew that George did the 
best he could. He had led her gently. He 
had bundled her and Clara Jane in the 
handcart and pulled and pushed them 
over the rough road. When the days 
provision had been a small tin cup of 
flour to each person, he had insisted on 
her making as much bread as possible. 
When the mountains seemed as far away 
as on the previous day he had comforted 
her. Each morning she had thought that 
they would camp in the canyon at night. 
He had soothed her during the lightning 
storms and had assurred her fears when 
the wolves had howled as they followed 
after them from one camping place to 
another. He had carried her over the 
rivers. He first took the cart then waded 
back for Frances and Clara Jane. 
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As she sat waiting and thinking of 
these things, she saw George coming. 
She trembled with expectation. George 
entered. Put his gun down with a thud. 
She knew he had nothing. He quietly 
stepped over to her. 

“Look" she said, as she pointed to 
the corn shock. 

A white rabbit nibbled at the fod¬ 
der. George was not long in bringing it 
into them. He watched close. Another 
rabbit came looking for its mate. It was 
also secured. 

A good friend and neighbor Isa¬ 
bella Sharp sent them a loaf of bread. At 
their Christmas dinner they acknowl¬ 
edged the hand of the Lord for provid¬ 
ing in their necessity. □

The pioneers looked over and be¬ 
gan building Salt Lake City in 1847* 
After a few years it became a thorough¬ 
fare for East and West travelers as well 
as North and South. Johnson's Army 
traveling through, the Gold Rush in 
California, Lincoln had been assassi¬ 
nated, misunderstandings and mum¬ 
blings about polygamy* People became 
bitter and mean, killing, stealing for 
food, cattle, money and to get control of 
the warmer, more pleasent areas of the 
territory in the Southern end* 

Mobbry, violence and killing, loot¬ 
ing of homes and farms made living in 
Salt Lake almost impossible* 

Indians joined with the whites in the 
fighting, making things more impos¬ 
sible* 

The people started to move south¬ 
ward and towards the mountains, built 
Fort Union, near where Whitmore Li¬ 
brary is today* 

East of old highway ninety-one, 
straight up 7500 South, Greenwood 
Avenue intercepts Union Avenue run¬ 
ning North and South. On the crest of 
this hill was a school, the Union Ward 


House and Burgons Market which later 
got one gas pump. 

Some people still believe in preser¬ 
vation of Historical landmarks. Look 
how wonderful this Burgon home looks 
today* We must not destroy beautiful 
things in hope of uncertain progress* 

From this area were the descen¬ 
dants of the Greenwoods, Burgons, 
Parrys, Sharps, Jensens, Thorntons, 
Despains, Stewarts, Glovers, Richards 
and Silas Andrus who operated a half¬ 
way stop on 104 South on the old high¬ 


way. 

Famous people from this area were, 
a Brigham Young university coach, a 
famous neuro- surgeon, an astronaut, 
two famous world known writers, and 
the distant-kin of the star of the movie, “1 
Will Fight No More.” a great Indian 
Epic. 

My mother Mirla Greenwood 
Thayne, wrote the song and the book, “I 
WONDER WHEN HE COMES 
AGAIN*” and many other songs, two 
other books, and many articles. □
